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The American Bible Society’s 
Ninety-First Year 


HE ninety-first year of the American Bible Society closed March 30, 1907. The Soci- 
ety’s issues for the year, at home and abroad, amount to 1,910,853. The total issues 
for ninety-one years amount to 80,420,382 volumes. 


DOMESTIC WORK 


The work of circulating the Scriptures in the United States is carried forward, first, 
through the Society’s auxiliaries, numbering 479. Nearly three-fourths of these are in the 
middle and eastern states. Aside from the State Bible Societies, the auxiliaries of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society have been, almost without exception, organizations in towns, counties, etc., 
for the purpose of circulating the Scriptures in their respective communities, and of collect- 
ing funds for the general work of the Society. A list of such societies as regularly report 
their work to the American Bible Society is published annually by that Society. Many of 
these societies have for years done no work whatever in their respective communities, and 
have ceased to exist. Under these circumstances, and only under these circumstances, have 
their names been dropped from the list of auxiliaries. 


F DOMESTIC AGENCIES 
In order to meet the home needs, especially in sections where active auxiliaries do not 
exist, domestic agencies have been created. One is among the colored people of the south, 
one in the northwest, with headquarters at Chicago, one in Virginia, in connection with the 
Virginia Bible Society, and one in the central states, east of the Rocky Mountains, one in the 
southwest, and one upon the Pacific Slope. 


FOREIGN WORK 
The Society has eleven foreign agencies, as follows: The West Indies, Mexico, Central 
America and Panama, the La Plata, Brazil, the Levant, Siam and Laos, China, Korea, Japan, 
and the Philippine Islands. It also makes appropriations to missionary societies, and has 
correspondents in many regions where it has no foreign agencies. 


DEPENDENCE ON GIFTS 


The Society’s chief dependence for its work must be upon gifts from auxiliaries, churches, 
and individuals, and from legacies. Its income from its perpetuai trust funds, which yielded 
last year $32,672.84, would only carry on its work a few weeks. The income of the Society 
_istused solely as a missionary fund to defray the expenses of manufacturing, transporting, and 


| circulating the Scriptures, not otherwise provided for. 


BOARD OF MANAGERS 


| The Society is governed by a board of thirty-six laymen, who meet every month, the 
president of the Society presiding, and in his absence the oldest vice-president present. The 
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business of the Society is carefully digested by one or more of its nine standing committees 


before being presented to the Board. 


RELATIONS WITH OTHER BIBLE SOCIETIES 


The American Bible Society has no agreement in limitation of sales with any other Bible 
Society, at home or abroad. The relations of comity which exist and ought to exist between 
the American Bible Society and the British and Foreign Society, cause the Societies to avoid 
waste and confusion by acting as the agent one for the other, without profit or compensation, 
in their respective countries. The American Bible Society procures for missionary workers 
and others in its fields in any part of the world, the publications of other Bible Societies at 
cost and without profit. In the United States there has to be added to the cost the duty 
charged by the United States Government on all imported Scriptures printed in whole or in 
part in the English language. 


COST OF SCRIPTURES 

No part of the admistrative expenses of the Society, or of the cost of its agencies, or of 
the cost of its system of distribution, is charged in the price of the books, which are made as 
inexpensively as good material and good workmanship permit. The materials are purchased 
for prompt cash, and competent experts, after examination made upon request of the Society, 
have reported that its publications are produced at a lower rate than prevailing contract 
prices. The Society sells its Scriptures at cost, or less than cost, or gives them away to the 
poor and needy the world over. 

The fact is thus evident to all that there is not and cannot be any profit to the Society, 
- or to anyone connected with it, in carrying out its single aim, which is to increase the circu- 
lation of the Scriptures at home and abroad, the plan of the Society being, by sale without 
profit or by gift, to put the Bible into the hands of every human being in his own tongue, and 
to foster similar agencies in every part of the world. 


BIBLE HOUSE 


The Bible House in New York is the home of the Society. It was erected by gifts for 
this distinct purpose many years ago. Nota dollar of the benevolent funds collected or given 
for the work of the Society, nor of any charge upon the cost of the books published by the 
Society, has been used in the erection or maintenance of this property. One-half of the Bible 
House is used for the printing, binding, and issue of the Scriptures, and for the offices of the 
executive department of the Society. The remainder of the building is rented, and the net 
income from it is sufficient to pay the salaries of the executive officers, so that they shall not 
be a burden in any way upon the benevolent funds of the Society, or upon the cost of its 
Scriptures. The net income from the Bible House last year was $23,458. The salaries of 
the executive officers, namely, two Corresponding Secretaries, a Treasurer, and a Recording 
Secretary, amounted to $18,000. 


INFORMATION 


The Society earnestly desires the co-operation and assistance of all, and courts the fullest 
inspection of every detail of its work, at home and abroad. A full statement of the finances —

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Siam—En Route to China 
By Rev. John EFox, D.D. 


E have just left the harbor of Koh- 
Sichang, the largest of a little group 
of islands lying fifty miles south of Bangkok, 
where we took on cargo. It was our last 
zlimpse of Siam and at the same time a ‘kind 
of prelude to China. The harbor held a little 
squadron of ships, several of them Nordeutsch 
liners, including our own, the Phranang, of 
1,800 tons. Such vessels cannot take on their 
cargo in the river at Bangkok, for the bar at 
its mouth, thirty miles below, would be im- 
passible for them; so they must come to this 
roadstead, followed by “‘lighters.’? They are 
officered by Germans, but with Chinese crews, 
meas are the 
lighters also, 
though some 
jof them are 
junk-rigged 
xand add pic- 
turesqueness 
‘to the harbor. 
‘It is an odd 
ssight to see

It emphasizes the inevitable delay of travel 
lin these parts that we were obliged to spend 
three or four days in the little port of Koh- 
Sichang. At the last moment our ever-faith- 
ful Mr. Carrington, long known to the readers 
‘of the REcorpD as the Agent of the Society 
for Siam, was persuaded to accompany us and 
stay part of the time. Thereby we had the 


; 
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unique and happy experience of helping him 
to preach the gospel where probably it never 
had been preached before. 


Koh-Sichang 


Koh-Sichang has two fishing villages lying 
quite near together. In the midst of the 
larger of these we took our places one morn- 
ing and began to sing “‘Take the name of 
Jesus with you,’’ and other familiar hymns. 
In a few moments a small audience, first of 
children and then of their elders, came flock- 
ing out of their huts and shops—fifty or a 
hundred in all. There were four of our party 
besides Mr. 
Catiinie ton 
and the good 
captain of the 
i hevanvarnncoee 
Mr. Carring- 
ton stood 
Ow wl Bi sa, Gl 
preached to 
the villagers 
of God as the 
Creator of the 
world and of 
all mankind, 
the children 
of one family, 
and as their 
Redeemer in 
Jesus Christ. 
They seemed 
to give good 
heed. One 
old man, evi- 
dently the 
head man or 
elder of the 
village, sat cross-legged on the ground with 
serious mien, as if listening to every word. 

At Mr. Carrington’s request, I spoke briefly 
in English, while he interpreted, telling them 
of God’s book and our reason for being there, 
promising to try to send them some copies in 
the near future. After some further words 
and more singing the little service closed with 
prayer, and we went on to the next village, 
followed by some bright-faced children who 
seemed unwilling to part with us, and brought 
us little gifts of flowers. A few moments 
brought us to the next village, but it was im- 
possible to repeat our efforts there, as it was 
mainly a Chinese village. 

It may be added that we found one bright- 
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looking young man, a Burman, who declared 
“T am a Christian,’? and two young women, 
children of a Portuguese trader, who were 
Roman Catholics, but without priest or church. 
So, doubtless, God has his hidden ones. 
What we saw here may be seen all over Siam 
_—‘‘ multitudes scattered abroad as sheep hav- 
ing no shepherd.” Who will minister to 
them? 

High up on the hill overlooking Koh-Si- 
chang we had seen from the ship the now 
familiar outline of a little pagoda, which we 
subsequently visited. It is one of a group of 
buildings erected by the King of Siam as a 
summer palace, and almost the only one now 
left standing. His Majesty, it is said, spent 
millions of ¢zcals upon them, laying out Italian 
gardens, with huge pools of water in cavern- 
ous reservoirs hewn in the solid rock, terrace 
after terrace exquisitely adorned, connected 
with flights of magnificent stone steps, which 
still lead the traveler through the jungle 
thickets which now have rapidly overgrown 
the planned beauty of this royal pleasure- 
palace—such a garden as Solomon might 
have loved. It was occupied, and, we were 
told, wrecked, by the French invaders of 1893, 
and the king has never returned to it, though 
other reasons are assigned by some for the 
fact. The climax of misfortune seemed 
reached when a Norwegian sea captain stole 
the Buddha from the shrine on top of the hill, 
and though he was compelled to give up his 
plunder, the image has vanished from its 
throne under the dome of the pretty pagoda. 

As we made our way through the thickets 
in the dusk of the evening, it was impossible 
not to feel the pathos of the situation. All 
this is perhaps worth noting because Koh- 
Sichang is not a bad epitome of Siam itself— 
beautiful, full of a quaint, archaic charm, over- 
shadowed by the huge bulk of more powerful 
eastern neighbors, menaced by the aggression 
of European states, yet 
with quiet dignity main- 
taining her own individu- 
ality, making the best of a 
difficult situation; and in 
spite of obstacles which 
even the best diplomacy 
finds it hard to overcome, 
gaining in prestige and in 
respect the attention of 
the civilized world more 
and more every year. 

Siam, and Bangkok es- 
pecially, is made by its 
river—Menam, foreigners 
call it, which simply means 

the river.’’ Great ocean 
vessels, though they can- 
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Volumenan 


not cross its bar when fully laden, find in 
some places ninety feet of water in the heart 
of the city. No grand canal in Venice or 
elsewhere is like the Bangkok Menam. It. 
is a curious experience to step out of a 
boat, make your way through a _ tropical 
growth into the house of a great banking 
institution having many ibranches through 
the east, and have a clerk cash your draft 
while the birds fly in at the windows and 
hop about his ears. The city, with a popula- 
tion exceeding one-half a million, covers an 
area of fifty or sixty square miles, lying not 
only on both sides of the river, but along the 
banks of many longs, or canals, so that one 
can ride through miles of watery streets and 
a thick population, whose front doors and 
doorsteps open into the water, and can seem 
whole families, old and young, men and 
women, and even with babies, plunging and 
splashing on every hand. He may stop if he 
will and buy from the shops whose fronts are 
open riverward, or he may disembark and 
visit a temple, or factory, or palace, almost 
any kind of building, modern or antique. On 
other streets, more like our own, lined with 
the usual oriental structures, street-car lines 
run, apparently, with as reckless unconcern 
for human life as New York street-cars. 

We visited the royal palace, a rare combi- 
nation of Italian and Siamese architecture, 
which, however, strangers usually must see, 
as we did, only from the outside. We looked 
at the Emerald Idol in its beautiful shrine, 
the sleeping Buddha, 150 feet long as he lies 
in his temple bed, and the white elephants, 
which are not as white as they are painted. 

A day was given to Ayuthia, once the capi- 
tal of Siam until the Burmese armies attacked 
it and the Siamese retreated to the present 
seat of government—Ayuthia, a city, even 
more than Bangkok, built on the banks of 


river and canal, where ruins of temples, once 
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ammense and splendid, now are rapidly being 
wuried in jungle. 

We crowded all that could be crowded into 
van all too brief two weeks, including our days 
vat Koh-Sichang. To us the chiefest, and the 
‘best, of course, was the American Presby- 
‘terian Mission, of which our Mr. Carrington 
ywas for years, prior to his appointment as our 
sown agent, an honored member. His work 
ystill interlaces so closely with that of the mis- 
ssion that it is easiest to speak of them to- 
sgether. A morning was spent with him and 
this colporteurs, a fine band of native Chris- 
stians, tried by years of experience in the work, 
rwho have this year sold between 17,000 and 
118,000 copies of the Scriptures or some of its 
~parts. It is no reflection on them to add that 
‘Mr. Carrington, himself, sold nearly 19,000 
xopies, and that the total circulation is greater 
‘than that of any previous year is largely due 
‘to his unwearied faithfulness. He would not, 
~perhaps, permit me to make this statement if 
the knew it, but it is simple justice to him to 
ido so. His modesty is such that his own 
‘pen would never describe all his extensive 
journeyings, his self-denying labors, his con- 
ssecration to the cause, so it is a joy to 
‘me to make public this tribute to his devo- 
‘tion. 

From one end of the country to the other 
r is known by all classes, Christian and Bud- 
idhist, as a veritable apostle to the Siamese, 

ot only selling books, but ministering to 
them in a score of ways—at times even to 
their physical and always to their spiritual 
leeds, with a self-effacing zeal which is be- 
yond praise. He sells Bibles in temples, 
railway cars, gambling houses, and country 
villages alike. He has been associated in 
evangelizing tours with Dr. Eugene P. Dun- 
lap, the evangelist par excellence of the mis- 
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sion, and these two have 
made many a long journey 
to ‘the Bengal side,’’ suf- 
fering privations that they 
are slow to tell about, but 
which ought not to pass 
unnoticed by the church at 
home. In addition to this, 
Mr. Carrington has the care 
of the stock of books, all 
the business details of 
handling them, keeping the 
accounts of the Agency, 
and laboring at the trans- 
lation and revision of the 
Scriptures into Siamese, in 
which he is an acknowl- 
edged master. 

But the chief thing, ever 
pressing upon him, and 
which came through him to press more heav- 
ily upon me, is the burden of “the regions 
beyond.” It was impossible to go to the 
Laos country, where the Presbyterians have, 
as is well known, quite as important a mis- 
sion, which it takes six weeks to reach from 
Bangkok, and this Mr. Carrington finds im- 
possible to visit, and it should be visited, of 
course. ‘Then, too, the Siamese provinces in 
the Malay Peninsula demand equal or greater 
attention, for there are almost no mission- 
aries; and beyond the eastern border of Siam 
lies Cambodia, and beyond that again other 
unevangelized states. 

Under Mr. Carrington’s wise and gentle 
handling, Buddhist priests in their temples 
made translations for him of two books of the 
New Testament into Cambodian, writing them 
out in beautiful script with their pens. These, 
through a photographic process, the Society 
published, and of course he now desires to cir- 
culate them, if possible, in Cambodia itself. 
So it will be seen that our work in Siam princi- — 
pally needs enlargement—a “forward move- 
ment. To say this, indeed, is but to repeat what 
is true of most missions everywhere. The na- 
tions are ready—the church at home is unready. 

Oh, that every Presbyterian congregation 
at home could see Siam as I saw it—even for 
two weeks. Their firing line is a gallant 
band, men and women bearing in a peculiar 
sense the burden and heat of the day—the 
dispiriting burden of almost ceaseless tropi- 
cal sultriness. They have their fine mission 
press, under Dr. J. B. Dunlap; an admirable 
high school for boys, under Dr. W. G. Mc- 
Lure; the Wang Lang high school for girls, 
under Mrs. Edna S. Cole; a day school at. 
Suwray, and three organized churches, reach- 
ing both Siamese and Chinese. In prospect, 
the Boon Itt Memorial—not to go outside of 
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Bangkok, to Petchaburee, Pitsanooloke, and 
elsewhere. But fine as all this is, what are 
these among so many—the seven millions of 
Siam? Those of us who have seen the dark 
shadow in which they live must re-echo the 
Macedonian cry—which the missionaries them- 
selves raise—‘‘ Come over and help us.” 

It was given me to lead the missionary 
prayer meeting, attended not only by Presby- 
terians, but by such men as the veteran Bap- 
tist scholar, Dr. Samuel Smith, who at eighty- 
six is bringing out his Siamese dictionary ; 
and Canon Greenstock, another veteran of the 
Church of England, and to preach three 
times on Sunday. The first impression needed 
no correction—Bible work and mission work 
in general imperatively needs immediate in- 
crease of men and means. ‘This is the more 
clamant because of the extraordinary recep- 
tivity of the Siamese in their attitude toward 
Christianity. 

Through the courteous kindness of the 
American Minister at Bangkok, Mr. Hamilton 
King, I was given, along with him, audience 
with the four chief princes of the kingdom: 
His Highness Prince Damrong, Minister of 
the Interior, who is widely recognized as one 
of the most eminent Siamese statesmen; the 
Royal High Priest, Prince Vyirinana, the 
head of Buddhism in Siam; the Queen’s 
brother, His Royal Highness the Crown 
Prince of Siam; and the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, His Highness Prince Devawongse. 
It would take a separate letter to describe in 
detail the minutie of these interviews. 
Though they were none of them very long, 
there were yet many circumstances of interest 
connected with them, but for my present pur- 
pose it will be sufficient to say that Prince 
Damrong expressed himself in terms of un- 
qualified approval of Christian missions in 
general, and of our own work and its repre- 
sentative, Mr. Carrington, in particular. 

Say to your friends,’ he remarked, “‘ that 
the missionaries are as useful as ever,’’ and 
followed this with expressions which showed 
how very useful this was. “‘Such men as Mr. 
Carrington,” he added, “‘will always be wel- 
come in Siam.’’ 

He touched on the need of missionaries 
being men of discretion and without fanati- 
cism, but spoke as though it were a matter of 
course that Siam would welcome them. It 
was interesting to hear him speak also of the 
efforts of the Siamese Government to sup- 
press gambling, and when I told him of the 
sympathy and approval which were felt among 
Americans at these efforts, he seemed pleased 
and responded warmly, and presently asked 
what he could do to make my stay in Siam 
pleasant and profitable to me.” 
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An alert, resolute, thoughtful man of affairs 
this notable minister appeared devoid of any 
hauteur, but with entire grace and dignity, . 
suggesting by his demeanor a master in the 
serious business which he has in hand. 

We found Prince Devawongse overburdened 
with affairs of state, but kindly eager to ac- 
commodate us by an interview. He, too, 
touched on the welcoming attitude of Siam to 
Christian missionaries. “‘We have no Boxers 
in Siam,’’ he said with a twinkling smile, and 
this, with some kindly expressions, made the 
gist of his remarks. 

His Royal Highness the Crown Prince 
had all the dignity becoming his high rank, 
but was simple, direct, and wholly kindly 
and sympathetic in all that he said, especially 
when his recent visit to New York was re- 
ferred to. 

Buddhism is a tolerant religion. Mr. Car- 
rington, as noted above, is able often to dis- 
tribute his books in the precincts of Buddhist 
temples and finds ready purchasers. We were 
not, therefore, unprepared for the kindly 
greeting and welcoming hand-shake of Prince 
Vyirinana, the High Priest of Siamese Bud- 
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dhism. Before him the highest princes of the 
realm are wont to prostrate themselves in 
humblest abasement, yet if ever dignified 
simplicity found outward embodiment, it was 
here. A slight, delicate, scholar-like man, 
barefooted and with close-shaven head, clothe¢ 
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only in the famous yellow robe, and that not 
of silk, but the common stuff worn by every 
priest, he sat in his simply furnished recep- 
tion-room, accompanied by his abbot, dressed 
in similar garb, and chatted familiarly, at 
times with a little touch of humor, about 
Buddhism, religious literature—more espe- 
cially English books on such subjects. He isa 
Pali scholar of eminence, having edited, if Iam 
rightly informed, some editions for the librar- 
ies of American universities. I told him of 
the studies in comparative religion which, as 
a student in the Theological Seminary, had 
been required of me, and he at once kindled 
into interest and told me of a volume in the 
“Encyclopedia of Religions’ in English in 
which he took great interest, and expressed 
his great willingness to receive from me other 
similar work. ‘“‘We read the Bible and the 
Koran,’’ he said, and then assured me of the 
kindly regard in which the Christian teachers 
were held. 

The time soon came for our departure, for 
we knew from his note (written with his own 
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hand) our host had put himself out somewhat 
to give us audience; but after we had parted 
with repeated cordial hand-shakings, the prince- 
priest followed us to the porch outside, and, 
when we descended the flight of steps, re- 
peated his kindly expressions, leaning a little 
over the railing and shaking his hand to em- 
phasize his last significant words, ‘‘ We are not 
jealous.”’ 

Such is the opening for the gospel and the 
Bible in Siam as I sawit. There is a right 
and a wrong way of entering this open door. 
It is not needful for the ambassadors of Christ 
to conceal or abate his claim to be the one 
and only Master of all men and all nations. 
Let us pay no empty compliments and offer 
no mock homage to any other king. But 
may grace of speech and wisdom of demeanor 
be given to every missionary of every church, 
not to repulse nor undervalue the gentleness 
and kindly sympathy shown in so extraordinary 
a degree by the royal high priest of Siamese 
Buddhism. May he find our Royal High 
Priest and learn His grace! 


Ralph Voorhees 


T the annual meeting of the American 
Bible Society, a report of which is pre- 
sented in another column, the following min- 
ute concerning the death of Ralph Voorhees 
was unanimously adopted: 

In the death of Ralph Voorhees, of Clinton, 
N. J., the American Bible Society has been 
bereaved of one of its most devoted friends 
and supporters. Mr. Voorhees has long been 
a life member of the Society, and some time 
before his death gave to the Society $100,000, 
upon which an annuity was paid to him and 
will be paid to his widow during her life. 

Mr. Voorhees was born on the 20th of 
March, 1838, in Mine Brook, Somerset County, 
N. J., on an estate purchased in 1752 from 
the heirs of William Penn. In early man- 
hood, before he had reached thirty years of 
age, he became totally blind. He, however, 
faced this deprivation with cheerful courage 
and Christian hopefulness. He did not in 
any way shrink from the full service of the 
church and from a deep interest in all the 
affairs of the community where he lived. 
After his marriage to Miss Elizabeth M. Rod- 
man, in 1887, he removed to Clinton, N. J., 
where he spent the remaining years of his 
life. The Secretaries of the American Bible 


‘Society will not soon forget his hospitality 


and generous courtesy when in his home or 
in attendance upon meetings of the Hunter- 
don County Bible Society, in whose welfare 
he was deeply interested. 


In spite of his blindness he had his class 
in Sunday school. He was regularly at the 
prayer meeting of the church, leading it when- 
ever it was his turn, and co-operating in every 
way in all the life of the church. Modestly 
and without ostentation, Mr. and Mrs. Voor- 
hees have been making large gifts for the ad- 
vancement of the cause of Christ in various 
lands. According to the Mew York Observer, 
to which we are indebted for these details, 
they have contributed liberally to the Home 
and Foreign Mission Board of the Presby- 
terian and Reformed Churches. They estab- 
lished the Elizabeth Voorhees College at 
Arcot, India, and an industrial school for the 
colored people in the Cotton Belt of the South. 
They built the noble library at Rutgers Col- 
lege. They made the following munificent 
gifts to colleges and societies : Carroll Col- 
lege, Waukesha, Wis., $200,000; Maryville 
College, Maryville, Tenn., $100,000; Ameri- 
can Tract Society, $100,000; Lafayette Col- 
lege, Easton, Pa., $100,000; Huron College, 
Huron, S. D., $125,000; Hope College, Hol- 
land, Mich., $100,000; to which should be 
added $100,000 given to the American Bible 
Society, which has already been mentioned. 
“Mr. Voorhees died at his home in Clin- 
ton, N. J., on Monday, April Ist, aged sixty- 
nine years. Loyally he has followed his 
Saviour, and tenderly will his beloved wife 
be held in the affection of the household of 


God. 
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In Different Lands 


NE of our correspondents in Mexico is 

Mr. Fred J. Smith, of Yucatan. He is 
doing an interesting work on that peninsula, 
and writing from Progresso to the V/enezl 
Herald, of Los Angeles, Cal., in November, 
1906, he says: 


““T am well and studying Spanish the best 
Ican. The exquisite touch of the Divine 
Peace is on and in my soul, and I would not 
exchange places with a king. 

‘““Last Thursday morning I left Progresso 
loaded with Testaments, tracts, and Gospels, 
carrying also my blanket and a lunch. I went 
about forty miles toward the end of the pen- 
insula and visited a town called Telchac. 
Along the road I passed at times impenetrable 
swamps, with the trees meeting overhead, 
then again by a great salt lagoon where 
flocks of geese and ducks were feeding, then 
through overflowed places where the sun had 
evaporated the water, leaving a crust of salt, 
under which I found a treacherous slime. I 
also had to contend with rain and mosqui- 
toes. It is a pleasure to work among these 
Indians, for they have a stately grace about 
them and are very pleased to receive the Gos- 
pel. They readily buy Testaments and Bibles. 

“There are many Syrian and Arabic traders 
and pack-peddlers here. They have been 
much pleased to receive the Gospel in their 
language.”’

THE General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church South, at Birmingham, Ala., gave the

Dwight, Recording Secretary, spoke for the 
American Bible Society, following the report 
of the Rev. Thomas H. Law, Chairman of the 
Assembly’s Committee on the Bible Cause. 


In the Die Volksvriend, of Orange City, Ia., 
of the 16th of May, there is an illustrated 
article on the work of the American Bible 
Society, one picture showing a colporteur 
giving the Scriptures to those who are just 
landing in this country, and the other show- 
ing a typical home from which these new 
citizens have come, also visited by colporteurs 
of the same Society. 

The Mexico Evangelico of the 30th of April 
also gives a column and more to the work of 
the Society. The headings of these two 
articles are suggestive—one, ““Het Ameri- 
kaansch Bijbelgenootschap,” and the other 
‘‘Lo que hizo la Sociedad Biblica durante el 
ano de 1906.”

WE were pleased to receive a call from the 
Rev. H. J. von Qualen, of the American 
Scandinavian Free Mission in Canton, China, 
from whose missionaries Secretary Fox has 
received some delightful courtesies in his visit 
to Canton. We hope before long to present 
a picture of Mr. von Qualen’s missionary boat, 
the ‘‘ Morning Star,’ from which many Chi- 
nese Scriptures have been sold in the river 
towns along the delta. 


THE interests of the American Bible Society 
were most attractively presented to the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, at 
Columbus, O., by the Rev. J. F. Horton, of 
Chicago, Secretary of the Northwestern Agen- 
cy, the Rev. P. Rioseco, of Havana, Cuba, 
Agent for the West Indies, and the Rev. Dr. 
F. E. Hoskins, of Beirut, Syria, who has been 
making the corrections on the Arabic Scrip- 
tures, which are printed at Beirut. Mr.George 
E. Sterry, of the Board of Managers, pre- 
sented the resolution commending the work 
of the Society, which was adopted. 


THE Rev. Dr. Howard Agnew Johnson, 
writing of his visit to Japan in the New York 
Observer of April 25, 1907, makes particular 
mention of the work of the Bible Societies 
in Japan as follows: 


“What has caused the change which is 
everywhere evident in Japan? The answer is 
illuminating indeed. The war with Russia 
was the occasion for the disclosure of the true 
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character of Protestant Christianity in various 
wways, but the one way far beyond all others 
was the distribution of the Scriptures to the 
soldiers. Much is deservedly said in praise 
cof the work of the Young Men’s Christian 
‘Association in the army, and of the work of 
missionaries in hospitals at the front and at 
home. But let it be noted well that the testi- 
mony of Association secretaries and mission- 
aries of every denomination is all to the effect 
that nothing marked their ministry in camp 
‘or hospitals like the demand of the soldiers 
for the Word of God. Facing death and 
questions of destiny, many thousands of 
officers and soldiers sought light upon their 
great questions, which the Scriptures only can 
give. Bibles, Testaments, and single Gospels 
jwere eagerly sought, especially as men testi- 
ed to their comrades concerning the light, 
eace, and joy which the Word of God had 
More than three hundred 
thousand Gospels, Testaments, and Bibles 
ere distributed. 

“The American Bible Society, more than 
ny other agency, was the great source of 
supplies, and Mr. Loomis has printed dozens 
of letters from officers in the army and navy 
and from secretaries and missionaries telling 
of the appreciation everywhere expressed. 
‘Many letters also were received from soldiers 
elling of their joy and gratitude because they 
had found salvation in Christ. I read many 
of these letters, and wish there were space to 
quote several of them. A few will serve as 
a representative of all. Mr. Hibbard, of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, wrote 
from the front: ‘The men ask for the Gos- 
pels, carry them away eagerly, and trade them 
around so as to read more than one. Within 
a few days we have placed 1,500 Scriptures in 
the hands of men who actually wanted them, 
and we could easily have used as many more.’ 
A missionary wrote: ‘The box of Testaments 
and Bibles arrived safely. I wish the donors 
could know the eagerness with which the men 
read these Bibles, for I certainly never saw 
anything like it in my life.’ A major who be- 
came interested because of the faithful testi- 
‘mony of some of his junior officers, began the 
study of the Bible and became a Christian. 
He had long ago repudiated Buddhism, and 
was studying Confucius. He declared that the 
teachings of Confucius had no power to change 
the desires of his heart, whereas the truths of 
“Jesus had this power. He became a member 
of one of the Presbyterian churches in Tokyo, 
the leading elder of which is a colonel in the 
army. 

“What hath God wrought? The leaders of 
the church in Japan found earnest men on 
every side testifying to the power of God’s 
: 

q 
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Word and began to question their own posi- 
tions. Men of whom it was thought five 
years ago that they were departing from the 
fundamental evangelical teachings, are now 
reported to be quite changed and to be ear- 
nestly emphasizing the great essential truths 
which they had neglected. Ten years ago 
the wisdom of men was at a premiun) and the 
Bible was at a discount, but to-day the wisdom 
of men is less and less cared for, while the 
Word of God is increasing at a premium.”’ 


Mr. HucuH MILuErR, the Society’s Agent in 
Korea, in communicating his report, gives us 
the encouraging word that ““In Seoul there is 
a greater interest in religious things than I 
have ever seen, and this can be said, I think, 
of every mission station in the country.”’ 


THE ninety-fourth anniversary of the Vir- 
ginia Bible Society was held in Richmond on 
Wednesday, the Ist of May, in the Centenary 
Methodist Episcopal Church South. Secre- 
tary Haven was the invited guest of the occa- 
sion and delivered the address after the report 
of the Rev. Donald McLaren, D.D., Secretary 
of the Virginia Bible Society and Agent of 
the American Bible Society, had been pre- 
sented. 

The Rev. Dr. Calvin Stewart presided. 

Mr. John L. Williams, of Richmond, ex- 
President of the Virginia Bible Society, gave 
a reception to Secretary Haven at his home, 
to which were invited the members of the 
Board of Managers, ministers of the city, 
representatives of the educational and other 
higher interests of the community, and many 
distinguished gentlemen of Richmond. The 
whole accasion was one of rare good-fellow- 
ship and cordial interest in the great work of 
the Society both in Virginia and throughout 
the world. Plans for the enlargement of the 
work to cover the South Atlantic states in the 
home-field were favorably considered, con- 
cerning which announcements will be made 
later. Itis fitting, in this connection, to refer 
to the action of the Board of Managers of the 
American Bible Society at its last meeting, at 
which Mr. Williams was made a Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Society for Virginia. 


Tue British and Foreign Bible Society in 
its 103d report, just issued, states that during 
the past year eight new languages were added 
to those in which the Society has published 
some portion of the Scriptures. This Society 
now reports a total of 409 different languages 
in which it has ‘promoted the translation, 
printing, and distribution of at least some 
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part of God’s book.’ The total issues of 
this Society during the last year amounted 
to 5,416,569 volumes. The total amount of 
the centenary fund of 250,000 guineas has 
now been paid in. 

In a letter just received from the Rev. 
Joseph C. Hartzell, D.D., LL.D., Bishop for 
Africa of the Methodist Episcopal Church, is 
the following appreciative word concerning 
the relation of the American Bible Society 
to his work in Africa: 

‘Bishop Burt and myself have now com- 
pleted our tour of the African work, and we 
have had four wonderful months under the 
Southern Cross. Our work everywhere is ad- 
vancing. We have now four printing cen- 
ters, two on each coast, and within two years 
we will be sending out several million pages 
annually of the Christian literature, divided 
among several languages. The work the 
Society has done for us has been greatly ap- 
preciated, and demands for the future will 
grow as our work extends into the regions 
beyond.”’ 
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The following is a good letter: 

I am in my eighty-seventh year; have at- 
tended Sunday school from early life to the 
present time; have been superintendent of 
one school twenty-five years, president of a 
town union Sunday school association thirty 
years, member of American Bible Society 
fifty years, member of church sixty-seven 
years. As I read in the REcorpD of Septem- 
ber your suggestion of forming a “ Bible 
Lovers’ Society, I was much pleased, hop- 
ing it might be done. If it is your wish, I 
would be pleased to receive the envelope and 
anything you wish to send with it.

The Price of the Book 


N the Bible in the World for May an inter- 
esting statement is given of the principles 
upon which the British and Foreign Bible 
Society fixes the prices of the Scriptures which 
it issues. This article, entitled “‘ The Price of 
the Book,’’ says that in fixing the selling 
prices of its different editions the Society 
adopts a somewhat original principle. It 
charges, not according to the production, but 
according to the purchasing capacity of the 
poorest laborer. These cheap editions are 
provided in every country, and their circula- 
tion represents the bulk of the Society’s work. 
Some better bound copies are provided for 
those who. require them, but the Society does 
not feel that upon these books it is justified 
in incurring any loss. . 

In England the Society publishes a Bible for 
12 cents, another in larger type for 20 cents, on 
both of which it loses large sums of money. 
In addition there is a 2-cent English Testa- 
ment upon which the Society has already lost 
over $125,000. It is, however, in the mission 
fields that the widest difference between the 
actual cost of production and the selling 
price exists. In each of the great languages 
of India the Society publishes a Bible at 24 
cents, the cost of production varying from 40 
to 75 cents. In China, Korea, and Japan a 
Bible which costs about 48 cents is sold for 
12 cents. In all of the above cases “‘cost”’ 
includes nothing for establishment, salaries, 


distribution or discounts. 
of printing and binding. 

The cost per copy of some editions is high 
owing to the smallness of the number re- 
quired. The Society does not refuse to print 
an edition because only a few people are 
likely to use it. In such cases a Bible may 
well cost a dollar to produce, while the readers 
are quite unable to pay anything beyond 25 
cents. 

In fixing its prices in any country the Bible 
Society relies upon the advice of those who 
are actually working there and are in intimate 
touch with the poor. Roughly speaking 
the Society spends in its work every year 
£250,000, and receives back from sales 
£100,000. To cover this loss the Society 
needs from its supporters £150,000 every year. 
- These statements are interesting and they 
are also informing, because contributors to 
Bible Societies do not always understand the. 
principles upon which books are distributed. 
The principles are practically the same in 
the American Bible Society as those which 
are outlined in this article. The fact that the 
more Scriptures the Society sells, the greater 
the loss’’ in money, together with the other 
fact of the great expense of distribution over 
the world-field, must suggest to every reader 
why the work of a Bible society so closely 
depends upon the gifts received each year 
from its supporters. 3 
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Use the Bible 


NDER this heading in the Epworth Her- 
ald the Rev. Robert Forbes, D.D., 
Assistant Corresponding Secretary of the 
new Home Missionary Society of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, makes a most signifi- 
cant call, which we urge upon all Christians: 

Protestant Christianity fails in large meas- 
ure to show proper respect for the Holy 
Scriptures. The churches fail to make proper 
use of the sacred Book. It too often hap- 
pens that a religious service is held without 
a lesson being read from the Scriptures. 

A copy of the Bible should lie open on the 
pulpit during the entire public service. It is 
wrong for a minister to close the book when 
he has announced his text. It is a mistake 
for any leader of religious service of any 
character, prayer meeting, class meeting, 
Epworth League service, or love feast, to 
omit the reading ofa lesson. It isn’t wise to 
read long lessons, but it is very unwise to 
omit the lesson entirely. 

Our Epworth League meetings would be 
better, in every way more helpful, instructive, 


and inspiring, if every person present had a 
copy of the Holy Bible in hand. And if 
young people who have not acquired the abil- 
ity to speak extemporaneously, would adopt 
the rule of reading a verse or two of the Holy 
Writ, it would contribute to their growth in 
grace and to their religious education. 

There should be a plentiful supply of Bibles 
in all the pews of all the churches. The 
Bible is the Christian’s text-book; the church 
is in one sense the Christian’s schoolhouse ; 
the minister is the teacher in that great 
school; the people are the pupils; and surely 
the pupils should be supplied with text-books. 
Better spend money to buy Bibles than to 
build church steeples. The Bible is its own 
best evidence. The conservative theologian 
condemns the higher critic. The higher critic 
returns the decree of condemnation. If either 
one were as much in earnest as he thinks he 
is, he would make more use of the book itself. 

Use the Bible, read it, study it, become 
familiar with it, and the church will take on 
new power. 


A Word From the Northwestern Agency 


UR Agency Secretary has received the 
following suggestive letter showing the 
need of our work in the home-land: 

DEAR BROTHER HoRTON—Mr. DeLucacame 
to Ladd at the time appointed, and immedi- 
ately took hold of the work among the Italians 
in our midst. He sold forty-seven Bibles, 
fourteen New Testaments, and quite a num- 
ber of Gospels. The Roman Catholic priest 
became indignant at this and commanded that 
his people should burn them or return them 
to the one who gave them the books, as they 
were against the church. But not one has 
been returned, and I. have not heard of any 
being burned. The people say that they will 
read them, and they seem to be very hungry 
for the truths of the Gospel. 

Mr. DeLuca has spoken with great earnest- 
ness four times in our church (the Presbyte- 
rian) to a very attentive congregation of 
Italian men, numbering from forty to sixty, 
and I think he has done them much good. 
Of course, I cannot tell the thoughts of his 
talks, as I do not understand Italian. He 
spoke in English to my people one Sunday 
evening about his own people, and the talk 
was highly esteemed by the congregation. 
==Most of the Italians in our midst have 
separated themselves more or less from the 

Roman Catholic Church, and they seem now 


as sheep without a shepherd, as they cannot 
understand English, and therefore cannot 
understand our services or when we talk. to 
them. Mr. DeLuca told them that Mrs. West 
and I were willing to teach them English, 
and they have come to us every afternoon, . 
five days in the week, for. instruction. We 
have a class now of seventeen scholars who 
take hold of instruction eagerly and learn 
rapidly. 

Mr. DeLuca has now left us, and is work- 
ing at Spring Valley among the Italians 
there. He finds them of a different spirit ; 
they are antagonistic to the Gospel in any 
form. Spring Valley is a bed of socialism, 
anarchism, and infidelity. However, in the 
past they had a church at that point, with a 
Waldensian minister, and there is a nucleus 
of the church still remaining. There are 
several other mining towns lying around us 
full of Italians, who are with us permanently, 
as many of them own their own homes. 

Is there no way whereby this hungry 
people might be fed with the Bread of Life 
statedly by one of their own people, by 
preaching services and house-to-house visita- 
tion? We would be glad to do all we can to 
aid such a work in our midst. ;

graphic account of the defeat of a 
scheme to check Bible work in that city by 
laying a tax on the © business”’ of Bible dis- 
tribution. The scene is laid in the City 
Council chamber: 


Mr. Marqués de Esteban opened yesterday’s 
session as President, at 4.15 p.m. 

A petition of the Rev. P. Rioseco was read, 
asking that he be exempt from paying taxes 
on the bookstore that he has on Zulueta and 
Dragones Streets, inasmuch as he is the Agent 
(or representative) of the American Bible 
Society, whose mission it is to sell at cost, or 
to give away to the poor, copies of the Bible 
in order to spread abroad among the masses 
moral and Christian sentiments. It is nota 
business or industrial concern, and, moreover, 
Major Greble recommends the matter. 

Freixas Pascual, who is a Catholic, apostolic 
and Roman, furiously opposed the measure, 
stating that the bookstore (or P. Rioseco) 
should pay taxes, in accordance with the ordi- 
nance relating to sellers of new books. 

Bosch and Tejada declared themselves in 
favor of the proposition that the ayuntamzento 
(City Council) should aid those who propagate 
sound morals, whether they belong to the 
Roman Church or not. 

The Mayor of the City (President of Coun- 
cil), who had entered the hall a few minutes 
before, put the matter to a vote. As a result, 
there were found ¢welve votes in favor and five 
against, and the Rev. Rioseco is authorized 
to go on, without paying taxes, with his book- 
store on Zulueta and Dragones Streets.

The Secretaries reported grants to churches 
and individuals to the amount of $378.56. 

The issues from the Bible House during 
the month of April were 67,617 volumes.
